A  Primary  Schotol  Houm  Wanted  In  I  hi 
Wert  End. 

To  the  Bloomfleld  Citizen: 

Acting  under  the  recommendation  of 
the  Trustees,  the  Central  District  have 
decided  to  build  a  school  house  on 
Liberty  Street.  Some  nine  or  ten  years 
ago  the  (need  of  a  primary  school,  to  hi 
located  west  of  the  railroad,  was  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  Annual  School  Meeting,  and 
the  olaims  of  that  part  of  the  District 
were  so  far  recognized  that  a  Committee 
was  appointed  to  procure  a  site  for  the 
building  of  a  primary  school  house. 
From  some  cause  the  further  considera¬ 
tion  of  this  subject  has  been  dropped, 
and  no  far  as  my  memory  serves  me,  with¬ 
out  any  official  explanation. 

These  questions  arise:  If  the  necessity 
for  a  school  existed  at  that  time,  does  ii 
not  atill  exist?  Does  an  increased  ratio 
of  children  decrease  the  necessity  of 
school  facilities?  It  does  if  the  action  ol 
the  Trustees  is  capable  of  a  business 
conalruction. 

Several  times  the  question  has  been 
asked  at  school  meetings  as  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  children  residing  in  West  End  who 
are  liable  to  attend  the  primary  depart 
ment.  1  have  never  yet  heard  the  answer. 
Mr.  Root  kindly  furnished  me  once  the 
number  in  attendance.  I  now  offer  this 
suggestion  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  ol 
Truatees:  That  when  taking  the  census 
under  Sect.  36,  Title  Schools,  Revision  ol 
1877,  he  will  inquire  how  many  of  the 
children  within  the  school  age  (five  to 
eighteen)  would  be  in  attendance  in  the 
primary'  department,  if  attending,  in  the 
in  the  following  district,  known  as  Wist 
End:  railroad  on  the  east,  Montclair 

line  on  the  west,  and  Second  River  on 
the  eouth. 

With  the  knowledge  gained,  under  the 
above  suggestion,  I  am  satisfied  that  even 
the  Trustees  will  agree  that  we  have 
been  uniustly  crowded  out  in  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  new  building.
